Cemetery  Commissioners'  Report 


The  Cemetery  Commissioners  hereby  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  1936 :  The  heavy  freeze  of  last  winter 
and  the  spring  floods  damaged  the  cemeteries  of  the 
town  to  a  very  large  degree,  necessitating  a  large  outlay 
for  repairs ;  these,  however,  were  of  a  permanent  nature 
so  similar  damage  in  the  future  will  be  avoided. 

Federal  aid  has  been  asked  to  instal  water  in  Four 
Corners  cemetery,  a  much  needed  improvement. 

Substantial  donations  have  been  made  to  the  "Per- 
petual Care"  fund  covering  thirteen  lots. 

The  portion  of  the  new  tract  at  Oak  Knoll  that  has 
been  graded  should  be  laid  out  into  lots  as  requests  are 
being  received  for  locations  in  that  area. 

A  truck  for  use  in  the  cemeteries  is  badly  needed, 
as  with  forty  acres  of  ground  to  be  developed  and  cared 
for  the  purchase  price  could  be  met  in  a  short  time.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  report: 

The  Board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Ludwik 
Marhelewicz  as  Chairman  and  Harrison  W.  Thompson  as 
Secretary. 

The  following  appointments  were  made:  Ernest  E. 
Hobson,  Town  Counsel;  Harriette  Paine,  Bookkeeper; 
Ralph  E.  Canning,  Burial  Agent ;  David  L.  Bodfish,  Super- 
intendent of  Graves;  M.  Scott  French,  Chief  Engineer; 
Joseph  L.  Marhelewicz,  Inspector  of  Animals;  Henry 
Ruckley,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  Robert  L.  Mc- 
Donald, Clerk  of  highway  matters. 

The  Board  has  attended  to  the  several  matters  of 
highway  construction  and  repairs  specifically  voted  at 
the  last  annual  and  special  town  meetings.  There  was 
unfortunately  a  delay  in  the  letting  of  the  contract  for  the 
construction  of  a  part  of  the  road  between  the  Villages  of 
Three  Rivers  and  Thorndike,  and  it  was  not  until  in  Octo- 
ber that  the  contract  was  let.  The  contractor  did  not  start 
the  work  until  some  time  in  November  and  its  completion 
will  not  be  possible  until  the  spring. 

The  Board  has  arranged  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden  County 
for  assistance  in  the  construction  of  the  remainder  of  the 
Thorndike-Three  Rivers  Road,  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$20,000.  The  Commonwealth  has  agreed  to  contribute 
$10,000,  the  County  $5,000  and  the  town's  share  will  be 
$5,000. 
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The  Board  has  also  arranged  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden 
County  for  assistance  in  the  construction  of  a  new  bridge 
to  replace  Dutton's  Bridge  on  the  Bondsville  Road.  The 
estimated  cost  is  $50,000.  The  Commonwealth  has  agreed 
to  contribute  $30,000,  the  County  $10,000,  and  the  town's 
share  will  be  $10,000. 

The  Board  has  also  arranged  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden 
County  for  assistance  in  the  reconstruction  of  Bourne 
Street  from  the  Palmer-Bondsville  Road  to  Pleasant 
Street  in  Three  Rivers.  The  estimated  cost  is  $10,000. 
The  Commonwealth  has  agreed  to  contribute  $5,000,  the 
County  $2,500,  and  the  town's  share  will  be  $2,500. 

The  Board  has  also  arranged  with  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden 
County  for  assistance  for  necessary  repairs  and  main- 
tenance of  the  so-called  Chapter  90  Roads  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $4,000.  The  Commonwealth  has  agreed  to  con- 
tribute $2,000,  the  County  $1,000,  and  the  town's  share 
will  be  $1,000. 

Suitable  articles  for  all  the  above  projects  have  been 
inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Considerable  damage  was  done  to  some  of  the  bridges 
of  the  town  in  the  heavy  floods  of  last  March.  The  stone 
arch  bridge  and  the  Church  Street  bridge  in  Thorndike 
were  completely  carried  away.  The  Depot  Street  Bridge 
in  Bondsville  was  damaged  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was 
unsafe  for  use.  The  Board  was  able  to  secure  the  co- 
operation of  the  members  of  the  Brimfield  C.  C.  C.  Camp, 
who  furnished  free  labor  and  the  town  the  material  for 
the  construction  of  a  temporary  foot  bridge  over  the 
Ware  River  southerly  of  the  site  of  the  Stone  arch  Bridge. 
It  also  secured  from  the  W.  P.  A.  free  labor  and  materials 
for  the  construction  of  a  temporary  bridge  over  the 
Ware  River  in  Church  Street,  Thorndike. 
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Acting  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts 
of  1926,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  has  arranged 
for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Church  Street  and  Main 
Street  bridges  over  the  Ware  River  in  Thorndike.  Both 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Federal 
Government  are  to  assist  in  this  work,  and  the  amount 
which  the  town  will  have  to  contribute  will  be  very  small, 
although  yet  not  definitely  known.  The  town's  share  will 
automatically  be  assessed  against  the  town  as  a  part  of  its 
state  tax  and  an  appropriation  will  have  to  be  made  to 
take  care  of  it.  The  town  will  also  have  to  pay  any  land 
damages  sustained  as  a  result  of  the  construction  of  these 
two  bridges.  This  item  will  be  very  small.  Suitable  arti- 
cles for  both  of  these  matters  have  been  inserted  in  the 
warrant  to  enable  the  town  to  take  necessary  action. 

During  the  year  1936  the  town  has  been  very  fortun- 
ate in  receiving  a  large  amount  of  federal  funds  to  carry 
on  Work  Relief  Projects.  Some  months  there  have  been 
as  many  as  450  people  employed  on  W.  P.  A.  projects. 
Ordinary  unskilled  labor  received  $13. 12^2  a  week.  The 
approximate  amount  of  money  spent  for  W.  P.  A.  work 
from  all  sources  during  the  year  has  been  $340,200,  of 
which  amount  the  Town  of  Palmer  has  spent  approxi- 
mately $30,600.  There  is  a  considerable  amount  of  work 
which  the  town  has  eventually  got  to  do  on  highways, 
sidewalks,  sewers,  etc.,  and  it  would  seem  wise  and 
very  good  business  to  do  this  work  while  Federal  assist- 
ance is  available,  not  only  because  of  the  reduction  in  the 
welfare  costs  which  will  ensue,  but  also  because  of  the 
large  saving  to  the  town  in  the  actual  cost  of  construction. 

Recommendations  for  appropriations  for  1937  are 
not  published  herewith  in  order  to  save  expense,  but  they 
have  been  filed  with  the  Finance  Committee. 

The  Board  appreciates  the  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance given  to  it  by  all  the  officials  of  the  town  and  others 
during  the  year. 
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The  report  of  the  Town  Bookkeeper,  which  follows,

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer : 

I  herewith  present  my  twenty-sixth  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is  the  forty-fourth 
in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the  superintendents  of 
the  Town. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  statistics  for  the  school  year  of 
1935-36  were  as  follows: — Enrollment,  2,146;  Average 
Membership,  2,002.938;  Average  Attendance,  1,921.872; 
Per  Cent,  of  Attendance,  95.95;  Tardinesses,  544. 

In  view  of  floods  and  epidemics  last  year,  95.95%  is 
not  a  bad  showing,  especially  when  95  %  is  regarded  as 
ideal.  The  average  percentage,  during  my  twenty-five 
years  of  incumbency,  is  96.25%. 

HEALTH  WORK 

The  Health  work  in  the  Palmer  Schools  has  always 
been  on  a  high  plane  of  efficiency.  State  and  private 
health  organizations  regard  the  work  highly.  A  great 
social  contribution  is  made  through  the  agency  of  this 
department. 

The  annual  physical  examination  this  fall  disclosed 
these  defects :— Skin,  103 ;  Teeth,  580 ;  Throat,  148 ;  Nutri- 
tion, 3;  Mucous  Membrane,  1;  Anemic,  1;  Gland,  10; 
Goiter,  1.  As  usual,  skin,  teeth,  and  throat  defects  are 
numerous;  other  defects  are  few. 
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Toxin  Antitoxin,  the  diphtheria  immunizer,  was 
given  to  one  hundred  twenty-nine  (129)  public  school 
children;  forty  (40)  parochial  school  children;  and  forty 
(40)  pre-school  children.  During  the  past  ten  or  twelve 
years,  over  three  thousand  children  have  been  immunized. 
For  several  years,  diphtheria  cases  locally  have  been  nil. 
One  dreadful  child's  disease  has  been  practically  "licked". 

Pupils  are  weighed  and  measured  two  or  three  times 
during  the  school  year.  Last  fall  in  the  grades,  eleven 
hundred  ninety-five  (1,195)  pupils  were  weighed.  Of 
these,  eighty-eight  (88)  were  7%  underweight;  one 
hundred  twenty-two  (122)  were  10% ;  and  sixty-four 
(64)  were  15%. 

The  eyes  and  ears  of  twelve  hundred  ten  (1,210) 
pupils  were  examined  last  fall.  Sixty-six  (66)  pupils 
had  defective  vision;  thirty  (30),  defective  hearing. 

Tubercular  clinics  are  held.  The  Von  Pirquet — the 
skin — test  is  given,  and,  where  necessary,  X-Ray. 

Fourteen  (14)  of  our  children,  pre-tubercularly  in- 
clined or  contacts,  spent  a  total  of  three  hundred  seven- 
teen (317)  days  this  summer  at  Camp  Frederic  Edwards, 
the  preventorium  of  the  Hampden  County  Tuberculosis 
Association,  at  no  personal  expense,  where  they  gained, 
on  an  average,  three  and  one-quarter  (314)  pounds. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Red  Cross,  Palmer 
Rotary  Club,  and  Palmer  Teachers'  Association,  much  has 
been  done  in  removing  defects — teeth,  tonsils,  adenoids. 
Great  care  is  exercised  to  see  that  those  treated  are  needy 
cases  financially. 

Some  day  it  is  hoped  that  a  dental  clinic  can  be  made 
possible. 

PROMOTIONS 

The  promotion  statistics  in  the  grades  for  the  last 
school  year  were  as  follows : — Number  of  Pupils,  1,262 ; 
Promoted  Unconditionally,  1,042 — Percent,  82.56;  Pro- 
moted Conditionally,  128 — Percent,  10.14;  Not  Promoted, 
92— Percent,  7.29. 
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SCHOOL  SAVINGS 

The  report  of  school  savings  for  the  last  school  year, 
September,  1935,  to  July,  1936,  is  as  follows: — Number 
of  Collections,  166;  Number  of  Deposits,  9,996;  Amount 
of  Deposits,  $3,077.57. 

The  combined  School  Savings  from  date  of  inception, 
November  1,  1921,  to  July  1,  1936,  are— Number  of  De- 
posits, 316,459;  Amount  of  Deposits,  $87,253.56. 


COST  COMPARISON 

The  figures  below  are  taken  from  a  bulletin  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  entitled  "Statistics  of 
the  Public  Schools  for  the  Year  1935".  In  this  bulletin, 
the  three  hundred  fifty-five  (355)  towns  and  cities  are 
divided  into  four  (4)  groups,  as  follows : — Group  I,  Cities 
(There  are  39.)  ;  Group  II,  Towns  of  5,000  Population  or 
over — Palmer  is  a  member  of  this  group  (There  are  83.)  ; 
Group  III,  Towns  of  less  than  5,000  Population  and  Main- 
taining High  Schools  (There  are  109.) ;  Group  IV,  Towns 
of  less  than  5,000  Population  and  Not  Maintaining  High 
Schools  (There  are  124.).

Palmer,  which  is  in  Group  II.  compared  with  average 
of  each  group  and  the  State,  reveals  these  relative  frac- 
tional relationships:  —  Population  —  slightly  less  than 
State's  average;  Valuation — about  four-ninths  (4/9)  of 
State's  average;  School  Enrollment —  about  State's  aver- 
age; Valuation  Per  Pupil — about  seven-ninths  (7/9)  of 
State's  average;  Average  Expenditure  from  Local  Taxa- 
tion per  $1,000  Valuation  —  about  one-half  (V2)  more 
than  State's  average;  Average  Expenditure  per  Pupil 
from  Local  Taxation — about  $22.00  less  than  State's 
Average;  Average  State  Re-imbursement — more  than 
State's  Average  by  $4.27 ;  Average  Expenditure  per  Pupil 
from  all  Sources — ?8.08  less  than  State's  average. 

The  only  expenditure  above  the  State's  average  is  in 
Expenditure  per  $1,000  Valuation,  due  to  Palmer's  valu- 
ation being  less  than  the  average  throughout  the  State. 
The  smaller  the  valuation,  the  larger  is  the  expenditure 
per  $1,000  thereof,  regardless  of  the  high  or  low  cost 
per  pupil  for  education. 
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In  the  cost  per  pupil  in  average  membership  from 
all  sources,  Palmer  stands  lower  than  all  four  groups  and 
the  State. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  compare  Palmer's  rank  in 
the  State  in  per  capita  cost  with  that  of  nearby  towns, 
picked  solely  because  of  propinquity,  without  regard  as 
to  their  rank  being  higher  or  lower.  There  are  thirty- 
three  (33)  such  towns,  exclusive  of  Palmer,  ranging  in 
population  from  16,684  to  137,  with  an  average  of  5,284. 
There  are  three  hundred  fifty-five  (355)  towns  and  cities 
in  the  State;  consequently,  ranks  may  run  from  one  (1) 
to  three  hundred  fifty-five  (355). 

The  towns  and  their  respective  rank  in  the  State 
are: — Holland,  6;  Greenwich,  13;  Brimfield,  44;  Long- 
meadow,  69;  Wales,  83;  Enfield,  85;  Wilbraham,  103; 
Hampden,  120;  West  Brookfield,  122;  Brookfield,  124; 
Hardwick,  126;  East  Longmeadow,  130;  Montague,  141; 
Belchertown,  154;  Amherst,  160;  West  Springfield,  162; 
Deerfield,  169 ;  Barre,  175 ;  North  Brookfield,  190 ;  Green- 
field, 203 ;  Ludlow,  209 ;  Ware,  222 ;  Spencer,  245 ;  South- 
bridge,  250;  Great  Barrington,  266;  Palmer,  270;  Mon- 
son,  272 ;  Warren,  277 ;  Orange,  281 ;  East  Brookfield,  296 ; 
Agawam,  297;  Easthampton,  302;  Athol,  351;  Win- 
chendon,  354. 

The  average  rank  of  these  towns  is  184;  Palmer's 
rank  is  270.  Eight  (8)  of  them — including  Palmer,  there 
are  thirty-four  (34)  towns — only  rank  lower. 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  from  all  sources  of  these 
towns  is  $99.97.  They  range  from  Winchendon,  $56.56, 
the  lowest,  to  Holland,  $213.51,  the  highest.  The  cost  in 
some  of  the  very  nearby  towns  is: — Ware,  $84.00;  Mon- 
son,  $79.96 ;  Warren,  $79.19 ;  Brimfield,  $133.46 ;  Ludlow, 
$85.34;  Belchertown,  $95.59;  Wilbraham,  $111.17 ;  Wales, 
$117.77;  Amherst,  $94.88;  North  Brookfield,  $88.91; 
Brookfield,  $103.21 ;  West  Brookfield,  $104.30 ;  East  Brook- 
field, $75.30;  Palmer,  $80.02. 
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Twenty-nine  (29)  other  towns,  those  comparing 
somewhat  equally  in  size,  valuation,  etc.,  with  Palmer, 
are  here  given : — Winchester,  Adams,  Amesbury,  Welles- 
ley,  Easthampton,  Fairhaven,  Needham,  Athol,  Swamp- 
scott,  North  Attleboro,  Stoneham,  Andover,  Reading, 
Northbridge,  Palmer,  Lexington,  Bridgewater,  Ludlow, 
Dartmouth,  Marblehead,  Middleboro,  Hudson,  Stoughton, 
Montague,  Whitman,  Rockland,  Concord,  Ware,  Walpole. 

In  population,  they  average  9,578  (Palmer's  is 
9,577)  ;  in  valuation  per  pupil  in  average  membership, 
$7,537 —  (Palmer's  is  $4,250)  ;  in  per  capita  cost  from  all 
sources,  $86.71  (Palmer's  is  $80.02).  Their  average 
State  rank  in  per  capita  cost  is  240;  Palmer's  is  270. 

View  cost  from  whatever  angle  you  will;  Palmer's 
will  bear  up  well  under  the  most  intensified  scrutinizing. 


The  School  Department  has  been  as  economical  as 
possible  without  too  much  damage  to  the  boys  and  girls 
during  the  past  five  years.

Palmer's  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1935  is  $23.14 
less  than  Group  I;  $8.08  less  than  Group  II,  her  own 
group ;  $9.64  less  than  that  of  Group  III ;  $50.44  less  than 
that  of  Group  IV;  $19.37  less  than  that  of  the  State.

Compare  Palmer's  average  $68.97 — of  the  average 
costs  for  eighteen  years  with  that  of  each  Group  and  the 
State.  It  is  $17.55  less  than  that  of  Group  I;  $9.08  less 
than  that  of  Group  II,  her  own  group;  $13.30  less  than 
that  of  Group  III;  $23.20  less  than  that  of  Group  IV; 
$17.48  less  than  that  of  State. 

On  the  basis  of  relative  rank  for  the  355  towns  and 
cities  in  the  State,  Palmer,  for  21  years,  had  an  average 
rank  of  293. 

For  the  fiscal  year  of  1935,  on  a  per-capita  cost  for 
support  of  schools  from  all  sources  on  a  net  average 
membership  basis,  we  ranked  285. 
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REIMBURSEMENTS 

Our  appropriation  for  1936  was  $156,000.00;  our  re- 
imbursements were  $31,180.82;  the  net  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  was  $124,819.18.  This  $31,180.82  is 
paid  directly  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  is  not  expended 
by  the  School  Department. 

CONCLUSION 

In  pursuance  of  a  policy  established  five  years  ago, 
this  report  is  brief.  It  deals  only  with  a  few  routine 
matters  and  portrays  costs  and  economy.  No  educa- 
tional theories  or  convictions  are  advanced;  no  recom- 
mendations are  made.  This  does  not  mean  that  changes 
are  not  being  made  in  the  schools;  that  progress  has 
stopped.  An  honest  attempt  to  meet  present  needs  and 
make  desirable  changes,  in  so  far  as  our  finances  will 
allow,  is  constantly  being  made.  This  is  being  done — 
not  talked  about. 

The  moral  and  financial  support  accorded  the  schools 
by  the  people  of  Palmer  is  appreciated  at  all  times.  Our 
hope  is  that  the  schools  will  ever  continue  to  merit  this.
